@, On 28 August PAO Chiu-ning (ih tu aq ),* a representative of the DRV 
in Nanning, left Nanning by planes for Peiping. FAQ had received a cabled 
invitation from LIU Shac--ch'i to go to Peiping for a discussion with LIU 
concerning Chinese Communist aid to the DRY. 


9. On 7 September a total of 30 trucks of the 2 and 3 Track Battalions of the 
Kwangtung Military District Command left Canton for Tunghsing (107-58, 21-33) 
with weapons and ammmition which were turned over to the DRV representa- 
tives in the Tanghsing area. 


10. On 31 August « total of 200 Soviet, Japanese, and German ordaance tech- 
micians arrived in Canton, All are to work in the Shihching (113-15, 23-13) 
Arsenal, Canton area, in order to accelerate production of weepons and 
ammunition for the use of DRY troops. 
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
